Reverend  Jesse  L.  Jackson,  president  of  the 
National  Rainbow  Coalition  and  one  of  the  most 
prominent  political  figures  in  the  United  States, 
will  deliver  the  1994  Sherr  Lecture  at  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  at  7:30  P.M.  on  Monday, 
December  5.  Admission  to  this  lecture  is  free. 

Ever  since  he  came  to  prominence  as  an  assistant 
to  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  in  the  civil  rights 
movement  of  the  1960’s,  Reverend  Jackson  has 
been  a  central  personality  on  the  American  polit¬ 
ical  scene.  His  two  presidential  campaigns  in 

84  and  1988  registered  millions  of  new  voters 
...^jughout  the  country.  In  addition  to  his  wide¬ 
spread  domestic  concerns,  he  also  has  actively 
participated  in  international  affairs,  and  has  long 
been  a  strong  supporter  of  a  negotiated  Middle 
East  peace  process.  In  1984,  he  secured  the  re¬ 
lease  of  captured  U.S.  Navy  Lieutenant  Robert 
Goodman  from  Syria. 

An  admirer  of  Rabbi  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel, 
he  has  urged  the  Jewish  and  African-American 
communities  to  work  together  and  to  renew  the 
links  that  have  historically  united  them.  In  recent 
years,  he  has  addressed  gatherings  and  conven¬ 
tions  of  the  World  Jewish  Congress,  the  Rabbin¬ 
ical  Assembly,  the  United  Synagogue  of  Con¬ 
servative  Judaism,  and  the  Conference  of  Presi¬ 
dents  of  Major  American  Jewish  Organizations. 

“We  are  delighted  that  Reverend  Jackson  will 
address  our  congregation  and  discuss  the  many 
pressing  issues  facing  both  the  Jewish  and  the 
African-American  communities  in  this  country,” 
said  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln.

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

A  nurse  comes  out  of  a  hospital  room  and  stands 
in  the  hall  with  her  head  in  her  hands  for  a 
moment  of  quiet,  a  moment  of  solace.  She  looks 
as  if  she  is  holding  onto  her  head  so  as  not  to 
break  from  frustration,  from  sadness.  Who 
knows?  “One  of  those  days?”  I  ask  as  I  pass  by 
on  my  way  to  visit  a  patient.  “Isolation  can  really 
get  to  you,”  she  responds. 

Isolation  is  required  by  hospitals  for  patients 
whose  immune  system  is  so  low  that  they  have  to 
be  protected  from  the  infections  of  the  larger 
world.  Yet,  though  isolation  is  required  for  the 
benefit  of  the  patient,  it  can  still  be  a  devastating- 
ly  lonely  experience.  Though  many  of  us  may 
have  never  had  to  experience  such  physical  isola¬ 
tion,  we  all  know  about  isolation.  We  all  know 
what  it  feels  like  to  be  left  out,  to  be  lonely.  And 
we  all  know  how  important  it  is  to  have  people 
around  us  to  help  bring  us  back  into  community. 

I  was  surprised  to  read  in  a  1993  Harpers  Maga¬ 
zine  the  following:  “from  a  brochure  distributed 
by  How  Are  You  Today?,  a  St.  Paul,  Minnesota 
computerized  telephone  service.  For  a  monthly 
fee,  ranging  from  $15  to  $20,  the  company  will 
call  the  home-bound,  elderly,  disabled,  and  latch¬ 
key  children  every  day  to  find  out  if  they  are 
okay.” 

The  brochure  begins:  “Friends  and  relatives 
should  call  anyone  who  lives  alone  or  is  in  ques¬ 
tionable  health  every  day.  But,  in  reality,  it  is  dif¬ 
ficult  to  do  so.  Now  How  Are  You  Today?  does 
it  faithfully.” 

“Here’s  how  it  works:  One,  two,  or  three  times  a 
day,  our  computer  will  call  the  telephone  number 
you  give  us.  When  the  individual  answers  the 
telephone  we  say,  ‘Hello,  this  is  the  How  Are 
You  Today?  computer-monitoring  service.  We 
are  calling  to  check  on  Mrs.  Smith  at  123  Main 
Street.  If  you  are  okay,  please  push  1  on  your 


touch-tone  phone  now.  If  you  are  in  need  of  any 
type  of  assistance,  please  push  0  on  your  touch- 
tone  phone  and  we  will  immediately  alert  the 
proper  people  of  this  situation.  Thank  you  and 
have  a  nice  day.’” 

“If  after  ten  rings  the  individual  does  not  answer, 
we  immediately  call  the  two  or  three  help  num¬ 
bers  you  have  provided  and  say,  ‘Hello,  this  is 
the  How  Are  You  Today?  computer-monitoring 
service  calling  to  alert  you  that  Mrs.  Smith  of 
123  Main  Street  has  failed  to  respond  to  all  of 
our  calls  during  the  day.  Please  check  on  this 
person.’” 

This  computer-monitoring  service  has  the  right 
idea,  but  has  executed  it  all  wrong.  While  it’s 
important  to  check  up  on  people  to  see  how  they 
are  doing,  it  is  not  enough  just  to  do  this  by  a 
computerized  phone  service.  The  phone  service 
might  service  our  need  to  feel  as  if  we  have  done 
something,  but  it  certainly  has  not  served  the 
need  of  those  in  isolation,  who  need  more  than  a 
computerized  call,  who  need  something  called 
human  contact. 

Our  tradition  teaches  us  that  we  have  a  responsi¬ 
bility  one  to  another:  uKol  yisrael  arevim  zeh 
bazeh."  “All  of  Israel  is  responsible  one  for 
another.”  Being  part  of  community  means  being 
responsible  for  one  another.  And  being  responsi¬ 


ble  for  one  another  means  precisely  that,  being 
responsible. 

It  bothers  me  that  we  think  we  can  fulfill  our 
responsibilities  by  getting  someone  else  to  do 
them  for  us.  That’s  not  quite  how  it  is.  We  can’t 
absolve  ourselves  from  our  responsibilities  by 
passing  them  onto  another.  We  have  to  reach  out 
to  each  other,  be  it  to  someone  who  has  just 
experienced  a  divorce,  a  death,  a  bout  of  depres¬ 
sion,  a  serious  illness,  or  the  loss  of  a  job.  That  is 
what  being  part  of  community  is  all  about,  reach¬ 
ing  out  to  others  when  they  are  isolated,  alone, 
and  lonely,  and  drawing  them  back  into  the  com¬ 
munity. 

“Isolation  can  really  get  to  you,”  said  the  nurse 
standing  in  front  of  the  hospital  room.  It  can 
indeed.  So  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it?

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  beginning 
on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corresponded  to 
the  evening  of  Sunday,  November  27th  through 
sundown,  Monday,  December  5th. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah,  or  Hanukkiah, 
on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of  Hanukkah  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  miraculous  victory  of  the  Jews 
over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in  the  Second  Century, 
B.C.E.  A  small  cruse  of  oil  found  when  the 
Temple  was  rededicated  surprisingly  lasted  for 
eight  days  instead  of  the  expected  one  day,  mak¬ 
ing  it  possible  for  the  Jews  to  purify  more  oil  for 
the  lamp  in  that  period  of  time. 

The  rabbis  tell  us  that  just  as  a  small  amount  of 
oil  casts  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews 
stand  against  the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order  to 
preserve  their  faith. 

How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash.  Gen¬ 
erally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although  some 
menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil  and  a 
wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed  on 
BRIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then,  on  each 
Lcceeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the  LEFT. 
The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  following  bless¬ 
ings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvoatav 
v’tzivanu  l’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy 
through  His  commandments  and  who  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Hanukkah 
light. 

Then: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh

Haolam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu 
bayamin  hamen  baz-man  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  performed  miracles 
for  our  ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this 
time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu 
v’hee-gee-anu  lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
sustained  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  evening’s 
lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on  the  LEFT 
with  the  candle  which  has  been  added  for  the 
new  day  and  continues  by  moving  to  the  RIGHT. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit  after 
the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  children’s 
involvement  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many  fam¬ 
ilies  more  than  one  menorah  is  lit,  with  the  chil¬ 
dren  lighting  their  own. 

Customs? 

After  lighting  Hanukkah  candles  or  lights,  it  is 
customary  to  sing  Hanukkah  songs  and  to  eat 
potato  latkes  (pancakes)  with  either  applesauce 
or  sour  cream.  In  Israel,  fried  donuts  instead  of 
latkes  are  eaten. 

In  the  United  States,  it  has  become  customary  for 
children  to  receive  Hanukkah  gelt  (money), 
Hanukkah  chocolate  candies,  and  to  play  with 
dreidels.  Also,  family  members  tend  to  exchange 
Hanukkah  gifts  in  a  “Jewish  way”  of  expressing 
their  love  for  one  another. 

Hanukkah  is  also  a  perfect  time  and  excuse  for 
having  Hanukkah  parties-a  way  of  celebrating 
this  victorious  aspect  of  our  Jewish  history.

1  the  Seminary 

Leslie  Wexner,  chairman  of  the  board  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  The  Limited,  Inc.,  delivered  the  com¬ 
mencement  address  at  the  100th  Anniversary 
Commencement  of  The  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America  on  May  19,  1994.  In  1989, 
Mr.  Wexner  endowed  the  Wexner  Foundation  to 
help  provide  the  North  American  Jewish 
Community  with  the  highest  quality  leadership 
possible.  Among  other  things,  the  foundation 
provides  generous  grants  to  many  of  the  most 
promising  Jewish  students  emerging  from  col¬ 
lege  campuses,  to  induce  them  to  seek  careers  as 
rabbis,  cantors,  communal  professionals,  schol¬ 
ars  and  educators.  There  are  19  Wexner  Fellows 
currently  studying  at  the  Seminary. 

The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America  is 
playing  a  pivotal  role  in  raising  environmental 
issues  to  the  level  of  religious  concerns. 
Recently,  Rabbi  Steven  Shaw,  director  of  com¬ 
munity  education  at  the  Seminary,  organized  a 
two  day  consultation  in  mid-May  involving 
Jewish  scholars,  environmental  scientists, 
thinkers  and  educators.  “The  Coalition  on  the 
Environment  and  Jewish  Life,”  as  the  group  is 
known,  has  begun  a  two  year  process  designed, 
in  part,  to  help  Jewish  academicians  and  scholars 
jpf  all  streams  to  develop  a  Jewish  philosophy  of 
'the  natural  world  and  a  curriculum  through 
which  to  transmit  it. 

After  an  enormously  successful  year  as  acting 
dean  of  the  Rabbinical  School  of  The  Jewish

William  Lebeau  has  formally  been  named  to  the 
post.
